boards or in pits, for each hundred 
birds, and a similar amount added 
over droppings weekly, rats are 


discouraged trom working in the 
droppings. Poultrymen who have 
followed this plan have observed 
no ill-effects on the hens. 

It is estimated that rats eat from 
one-half to three-fourths of a 100- 
bag of feed yearly, and that 80 per 
cent of them keep out of sight. So, 
if you know you are harboring 
one rat, it is safe to assume that 
he and four others are eating feed 
you are charging to the hens.
